Roman Catholics argue, that because God is wise and good, 
he must have bestowed on the Church infallibility, that is, 
freedom from error or mistake, for the purpose of preventing 
disputes, and of promoting unity, 
ve might argue in the same manner, from the wisdom and 
goodness of God, that sin would not enter into the world at all; 
that the redemption procured by Christ will ultimately, and 
mast of necessity, effect the salvation of all men ; whereas sin 
rs in the world, and the Scriptures plainly declare that all men 
will not be saved. Now, if God has not prevented sin, or 
absolutely secured the salvation of all, what grounds are 
there for supposing that He has bestowed infallibility on any 
Church ? 

-Roman Catholics argue that no Church can be a true 
Church unless if has infallibility ; that is, unless it has be- 
longing to it some person or number of persons who are 
kept by God from ever making mistakes or falling into error 
in teaching the people; because, they say, it is not to be 
thought that God would leave His people, without such a 
guide, to the uncertainty of their own imaginations and 
private judgment. ‘To this there isa simple answer. Was 
the Jewish Church, as established by God under Moses, a true 
Church? Of course it eannot be denied that :t was. Well, 
then, did it not fall into sin eften? ‘Was it not frequently 
overspread with idolatry ? And did it not at last reject the

THE LASH. 

A letter from a nava! officer to a contemporary 
says :— 

Various are the opinions propcunded by different 
correspondents to account for the difficu:ty of manning 
our ships and recruiting our regiments. There may le 
collateral causes, inacvendently of the one gréas im- 
pediment which I have already "named in a former letter 
upon this question ; but I am perfect.; convinced, as | 
believe time will show, that the only real difficu!*v to bo. 
overcome is the abolition of the barbarous lash. I 9m 
morally persuaded that the time is not far distant V. hen 
Englishmen will look back upon the history of our 
country, with reference to this tyr:nuical und de- 
grading practice, as the foulest blot on our national 
escutcheon. I contend, sir, in behalf of tise brave de- 
fenders of our country, that the ordinary daugers and 
trials to which they are daily subjected, in the two 
services of the army and navy, should shield thei from 
the unnatural coercion of the lash. The bare idea of 
such a degradation continually hanging over them is 
calculated to unnerve them, and, of course, the more 
respectable the individual, the more susceptible of the 
disgrace attaching to it. 

The Tillustrated London News, of the 3rd inst.— 
which, to its honour, is repudiating and deprecating the 
lash—seems to imagine that the difficulty of overcoming 
this national abomination, in reference to the navy, lies 
with a few old admirals. It says :—* We know that 
some gallant old admirals, men of experience of sailors, 
e that it is utterly impossible to preserve discipline 
without the lash, and that the: abolition of the punish- 
ment of flogging on board ship would be fatal to the 
discipline, and, consequently, to the efficiency of the 
British navy.” If this be true—which 1 trust, for the 
honour of the navy, is not the case—then I for one say, 
that the sooner these old gentlemen are put upon thi 
retired list the better for the country. 

But, sir, [demur to the statement that it is the admirals 
who throw obstacles in the way of the abolition of the 
lash. As far as the admirals who have publicly taken 


of them, Sir Charles Napier, as I have before quoted, 
says, “that in the Baltic and Black Sea fleets, during 
the late war, there was no corporal punishment, and he 
was of opinion that the navy could be governed without 
it.” The name of Collingwood is alluded to by the 
Tilustrated London News. I take this opportunity of 
stating that that excellent old admiral, as far as he was 
concerned, almost abolished the lash in his day. This 
will be seen by any one who will take the trouble to 
refer to his memoirs. 

But, sir, I will not condescend to argue the question 
upon the opinion of this or that individual. I view it 
simply upon the principles of justice and mercy, and [ 
persist in declaring that the martial law has no 
right to override the civil law. Neither the soldier nor 
the sailor, by entering the service, ignores his rights as 
a citizen, and Judge Blackstone lias observed, quoting 
Sir Matthew Hale, that martial Jaw is “in truth and 
reality no law, but something indulged rather than 
allowed as law.” In short, niartial law, as far as the 
sailor is affected, is a law for branding him with the 
oy of slavery, It is high time, then, that the wrongs 
of the defenders of our country should meet with that 
public reprobation which they

Though Kossuth’s 
mission was prevented, yet his intention pointed out 
the weakest parts of Austria; and the young Em- 
neror, after the truce or treaty of Villafranca, has 
employed himself in recovering the loyalty of his 
subjects by granting most important concessions to 
the Protestant religion, : 

The “Imperial patent” which announces these 

concessions restores the ancient administration of 
the Augsburg and Helvetic confessions, and re-es- 
tablishes the three old gradations---parochial, dis- 
trictual, and superintendental. There are to be 
Local Assemblies, Consistories of Elders, and a Gene- 
ral Conference and Synod. The members are to 
vote according to their own convictions, nor are they 
to be bound by any instructions from their constitu- 
encies. A department, to be compoed of Protestant 
employés, is to be formed in the Ministry, in order 
to connect the Government of the Church inoffen- 
sively with the Civil Government, 
Probably, the sixth section. of the patent is that 
which will most conciliate the people. It directs 
that ‘‘as soon as Protestant Ecclesiastical Courts are 
established, the Imperial authorities. will cease to 
have right of jurisdiction in matrimonial eases.” 
The importance of this clause appears in a stronger 
light when we remember that the Jesuits had 
usurped the powers of the Imperial authority as 
regards marriage in general. ‘The clause, then, is a 
direct blow against the power of the Jesuits. 

Nor is the eleventh section less remarkable, and is 
specially worthy of notice in contrast with the 
Pastoral of the Irish Bishops. It is as follows :— 

“Phe right of the Crown to superintend the Pro- 
“ testant schools is to be exercised by members of 
“one or other of the two Protestant confessions. 
“Should a school become morally or politically 
“ pernicious, the police of the district and a repre- 
“sentative of the superintendency are to examine 
““into the matter, and, in case of need, to close the 
“ school. 

“The Protestant schools are for the future to be 
é“ under the direction and inspection of their ecclesi- 
“ astical organs. | 
- Protestant children are bound to study all the 

é“ secular subjects taught in Roman Catholic schools. 
é No books can be used in Protestant schools which 
é“ have not been approved by the General Conference 
“ and by the Ministry for Ecclesiastical Affairs.”

religion, By the 20th section the different Protestant 
communities are allowed to acquire property in any 
and every legal way. Provision is made that money 
bequeathed for the establishment of educational in- 
stitutions shall not be employed in any other way. 
While Protestants are allowed to manage their own 
schools, churches, and property, the Minister of the 
Interior shall,if necessary, be at liberty to inspect 
the books and accounts. The principle of 
election, anciently adopted in the Lutheran 
churches, is restored, for it is declared that ‘“‘every 
parish has a right freely to elect its own vicar, 
rector, and schoolmaster.’”’ This is a good pre- 
caution against incompetence in any. The fifty- 
seventh section declares that the ‘‘further develop- 
ment of the Protestant Church must be left to the 
Ecclesiastical authorities.’ 


Did any one ever expect such concessions as these 
to Protestantism from the most Ultramontane and 
despotic power in Europe? Misfortune is well said 
to be the teacher of wisdom, and probably, at Ma- 
genta, and Solferino Francis, the Emperor, missed 
the unflinching courage and devoted loyalty 
of his Protestant subjects. He has, however, strong 
proof that the soul and centre of spiritual despotism

China, rich and barbarous, though really impoterit, has 
chalienged our ~~ by a shameful and sanguinary act 
of perfidy. India, close at hand, is swarming with a su- 
perabundant soldiery, well disciplined, thoroughly ac- 
climatised, and anxious for employment, The diversion 
of a portion of these armaments to the shores of China 
would relieve our Indian finances, for the Chinese, of 
course, must pay for the war; would find our troops 
the occupation they desire, and would rapidly 
enable us to recover the position which the 
late miscarriage has cost us. India is a 
second centre of British strength, an eimpire in itself; 
and it would be strange indeed if, with stich an empire, 
gorged as it is with soldiers, andimmediately- contiguous 
to the seat of war, we should be under any fiecessity of 
sending troops on a tedious and protracted voyage trom 
these shores. All thát wé want á rapidity of communi- 
cation, and it is now again that we miss the completion 
of the Indian telegraph. Had we done as we might have 
done, London by this time ought to have been only a 
week’s post from Calcutta, 

The old Sepoy regiments, or at least those of Bengal, 
were generally averse from foreign service. They were 
enlisted especially for homie duty, had a superstitious 
dread of the sea, and scarcely liked even to cross the 
Indus. Even now, perhaps, our less regular regiments 
had better be invited to “volunteer” for the expedition 
to China. With good officers, and a prospect of good 
service, these troops would “go anywhere, and do any- 

ng ;” but it is best to let them exercise a free choice. 
Not the least difficulty need be anticipated in getting 
sufficient numbers. India is not very elastic in its 
yield of revenue, but there is no kind of doubt 
about its productiveness in men. Large as the In- 
dian armies are, they could be doubled to-morrow 
by a mere word from the Government, which 
often finds it hard to pay soldiers, but never hard to 
raise them. These troops, too, would be already inured 
to the climate ot the East, and are far superior to the 
Chinese, in intelligence and valour. To be brief, in- 
stead of considering that we Western Islanders are 
called upon to fit outan expedition to the East, let us 
consider that the Sovereign of India has been mortally 
provoked by the Emperor of China, and that the 
military resources of the former State are tenfold 
those of the latter. 

Looking at the matter in this light, and keeping 
steadily in mind that the Chinese must pay the whole 
expense to the uttermost farthing, we may, perhaps, suc- 
ceed in convincing ourselves that, except for the sorrow 
and dismay inseparable from the loss of brave lives and 
a maritime disaster, there is not much to threaten us 
with serious trouble in this repulse at the Peiho. India 
can produce the men required, not only without em- 
barrassment, but with a positive relief. China 
must find the money, and with these prospects 
our impending relations with the Celestial Empire 
need give us but little concern, as far as regards any 
drain upon our resources at home. When we garrison 
India with 90,000 British troops, besides thrice as many 
native levies, we have surely done enough for all our 
settlements in the East wherever situated, and perhaps a 
popular and victorious expedition may serve better than 
anything else to appease that restlessness of military 
spirit which the lassitude of inaction, succeeding to the 
excitement of a trying ‘campaign, has apparently gene- 
rated in Bengal.

They have probably broken too 
completely with the Indian service for that. But 


in such a case, the men having been guilty of nothing 


culpable in claiming their strict rights, the Imperial 
Government might probably meet them at Calcutta, as 
has been suggested, with offers of enlistment for special 
service in China. At any rate itis simply impossible 
that the Government, which must have a European 
force in China soon, could make with them a bargain 
more disadvantageous than would be their conveyance 
to England and the substitution for them of men from 
these islands. “When this business is provided for it 
will be high time to ask whether the origin and history 
of this difficulty does not disclose a degree of incapacity 
in the Indian Government dangerous to the stability of 
Gur Eastern Empire.

I shall make omand 
for any amount of indulgence you show me on the occa 
sion, by making my observations as brief and as condensed 
as possible. I think I may fairly ask you, upon this 
upon former occasions, to congratulate yourselves y a 
the genial progress of your undertaking.

its growth from a small beginning until it has attaineg 
the magnitude which we present to you to-day. [t jg g 
little wearisome, I know, to go very deeply into figures 
but, however; they represent in a railway, as in most 
other undertakings, facts, and facts are of thas 
stubborn character that they are not to be got over, I 
have collated for me from the year 1849 up to the present 
moment the nett profits realised by this concern yng 
each half year. Without troubling you with specific de. 
tails, it isa gratifying fact which I am able to point your 
attention to—namely, that within a period of ten years 
Hrish enterprise has been rewarded by the results of fhis 
undertaking. We began in 1849 with a nett profit of 
£21,000, and we have to-day, which will be 
considered 43 closing the account of what 
we term the worst half year, a profit 
of £73,000. I have never been in the hati of 
holding out to you magnificent promises as to the resaig 
of this railway enterprise, Í always felt it was an yp. 
dertaking of slow, but sure development, and |] think 
I can appeal with confidence to the figures I have read 
to you in proof of that statement, and that our mode ig 
a satisfactory one of investing our mioney, and 
that the undertaking has been an advantageous 
one to out country. Gentlemen, in a late edition of 
the Times newspaper, my attention was called 
to a very extraordinary fact in connection with 
the working ot [rishi lines. No doubt 
the writer in that journal had derived his information 
from the best ad most reliable authority. He there 
tells the public arid us that the Midland Great 
Western line, considering its great magnitude 
and in proportion to the realisation of 
profit, that it is the cheapest and most economically con- 
ducted enterprise in Great Britain or Iretand. Upon 
the last half year, the rates of expenditure was 31 “per 
cent. of the whole ; upon this occasion it israther mere— 
Ithink it will be 35 per cent. ‘That is to be. accounted 
for by several causes, I find that we -have added 
largely to the expenditure upon our rolling stock. 
I find that the maintenance of our way, the renewal of 
old bridges, the substitution of solid tron and masonry 
for inferior timber constructions, has, on the half year, 
been considerably in excess of the amount expended 
during the preceding half year. In that way it is easy 
to account for the additional ratio of expenditure upon 
our plant. We have also, it must be remembered (and 
Mr. Cabry’s statement will bear out the fact), that 
within the last half year we have run 27,685 miles it 
excess of the mileage of the corresponding period in 1858. 
These facts, combined together, will not only account for 
the increased expenditure, but justify it in your eyes, 
It will never do, for the purpose of showing a false and 
niggardly economy, to let your plant fallinto decay. It 
will never do to show a large profit on paper, while your 
rails, carriages, and stock, are deteriorated. No ; while 
I show you that you have a large profit? to divide, it is 
also necessary that I should be able to convince you 
that your plant has been paid proper attention to, and 
that at the present moment it is in unrivalled 
condition. Well, we have again—and I am sure 
my friends from Galway will be gratified with 
the announcement—to point attention to the 
fact, that there is a profit being realised on what we term 
the Galway end of the line. At one time, when it was 
opened, we were not at all enamoured with that part of 
our line, but all that feeling has passed away, and Í am 
sure our Galway friends will give us credit when I say 
that we are just as anxious to promote the interests of 
that end of the line as the end proper at Athlone. Du- 
ring the last session of Parliament we had two or three 
bills before committees. One was that promoted by 
Lord Lucan and his friends, for extending the line from 


Castlerea to Castlebar. It will be in the re 
collection of all present that we are parties to the 


extent of one-third in that enterprise. It is useless now 
to recur to the circumstances which rendered it neces» 
sary for our protection in other quarters that we should 
be subscribers to that enterprise; but i am not witiwut 
hope—as the lines are now being cheaply constructed 
for something about £5,000, including telegraphic wires 
—I am not without hope but it will be a valuabe feeder 
to this line, and will ultimately be an important link in 
that great chain of railway communication in ow 
country, and that it will be in more than one 
respect profitable. [ Mr. Martin Burke — God 
send !] No one joins more freely than I do in the 
expression of that wish; and although I will abstain 
from venturing on a prophecy on the present occasion, 
still I believe all circumstances, reasonably considered, 
conduce to such an end.

I am intormed, on the authority of one of the directors, 
Mr. Bodkin, that line will be opened within a flew munths.

This is 
not a new subject in this room. Years ago, 
without any promises of a subsidy having 
heen made, we sent ships across the Atlantic, 
und on her return she literally broke the ice in this 
enterprise, On that occasion, we engaged a ship to make 
the experiment of bridging ihe Atlantic, as between 
‘alway and America ; that experiment, no doubt, was 
iufortunate, so far as we were conéerned, but since then 
several others have been made, and now it is an under- 
g'ood fact that the shortest and most practical route 
between the Western shores of Europe and America is 
hy Galway. A company has been formed for the pur- 
pose, and I see, by a publication which reached my hands 
*loveraay, that it is sympathised with by a large number 
of Irish subseribers, and that a committee has been ap- 
pointed by the London Board of Directors, for the pur- 
pose of making it known, and collecting subscriptions 
for shares. I have been asked, as [am sure many other 
persons have been, what aid we intended to give to this 
enterprise. ‘The answer which I gave was this, and it 
inust have readily suggested itself to others, that we had 
no power under the act to subscribe to steamship com- 
panies—(hear, hear)—and such is the fact. Butthat isno 
reafon why we should not sympathise withan enterprise 
which holds out such jprofitabie results, not only 
1) this company, but to the country at large. Indeed, I 
will say, that it would be shameful on our part, and that 
we would be’ blind to the duty expected at our hands, if 
we did hot extend the warmest sympathy to this under- 
taxing. (Hear, hear.) And the moment that we see 
everything clear and satisfactory, in a commercial point 
of view, I will then say to myreif that it is my duty to 
come down here to the board and recommend the adop- 
lion of the enterprise, to a certain extent, to the share- 
holders, (Hear, hear.) [fam not ina position at present 
to do so, and over this fact I have no control; but 
yentlemen will ree that I wish to produce this result as 
rapidly as possible.
